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Abstract. The paper concerns 33 species of the Ichneumonidae (subfamilies: Phi/gadeoiitinae^ 
Ichneumoninae and TrypJioninae). Basing on several collections, the descriptive types of 51 
species-group forms described by 18 authors have been investigated, 16 loctotypes selected, 
25 new synonyms and 6 new combinations proposed. Xews hosts for two species.

According to Townes (1969: 193) Foerster was the author of Idiogramma 
eiiryops^\ but actually this name was first used by ScmnEDEKNECHT (1888: 
429). Schmiedeknecht (1888: 429, 1907: 1167) noted that Foerster did not 
publish the name ^‘euryops^^ but only gave it in his manuscript. Because of that 
ScHiviiEDEKNECHT should be regarded as the author of I. euryops and the type- 
-spccies of the genus Idiogramma Foerster, 1868 is I. euryops Schmiedeknecht 
not Z. euryops Foerster. This opinion agrees with that of Perkins (1959: 197 
and 1962: 430) too.
